Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: Numbers 4a, 15a and 16a are not in the drawings.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain" a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 12-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention without undue experimentation. The "independent actuating arrangement 
controlled by centrifugal force" is not shown in drawings or described in the 
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specification. Patentability judgements will be reserved until the independent actuating 
arrangement is better described. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 18-21 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kreis 
et al. (U.S. Patent 5,525,032). 

Kreis et al. discloses a method of cooling at rotor of a turbomachine comprising; 

flowing a cooling flow through the rotor of the turbomachine during a rotary 
operation following a load operation of the turbomachine (col. 1 lines 50-60). 

Regarding claim 19, Kreis et al. discloses the fluid flow is prevented during the 
load operation (the valves can control the fluid flow during load operation). 

Reagrding claim 20, Kreis et al. discloses a method of heating a rotor of a 
turbomachine having a compressor comprising; 

a fluid for heating the rotor flows through the turbomachine during a start up 
operation carried out before the load operation of the turbomachine (col. 1 lines 50-60). 

Regarding claim 21, Kreis et al. discloses a fluid flow is prevented during the load 
operation of the turbomachine (the valves can control fluid flow during load operation).
